Oar readers are of course too familiar with "Ilosa" 
tc' require any furi.ia; estimate of her poetic charac- 
ter at our hands. Tliey certainly are too fond of 
her to tolerate anything more critical than appre- 
ciative eulogy, if. in truth, her charming poems 
were open to a severer treatment. But they are 
not. Oa the contrary, they are patterns of literary 
excellence. This, ituleed, is the most general char- 
acteristic of "Kosa"f" effusions. In the blooming 
field of modem poetry, we really know not whce 
to look for productions at once so choice and so faul'» 
less, so fi:ll of merit and go free from defect. >(> s[<,t- 
le-is and so beaming with grace, so l.ixuri tiii and 
yet so pare. They are gems of the urst w.uer. 
The genius of '•Kosii" is equally stainless ;ind exact. 
Her manner is as jierf«ct as her matter. As legards 
not oi^ly the iiicral but the literary quality of ber 
productions, she has " rt'trn BttMBJ "wMrfc, lljiBJ, 
she could wish to blot.'' 

SabordinAte to thi^ broader characteristic, but 
roor« striking to the superticiAl eye, is the marvel- 
lous wealth and delicacy of her Fancy. In this re- 
epect "Boea'* nayiestionably surpasses nearly every 
one of her oontemponiries, male or female. Her 
fertjlP^ of conception seems positively exhaustless. 
Tlic mvention lavished, for example, on those inimi- 
uble pieces, "The Sunset City," "A Legend of the 
Opal," "The Sea-bird's Treasure," "Visions o. the 
Deep." and "Two Dreams," is rich enough to 
ni ike half a dozen ordinary poetical reputations. 
Many of the conceits in these brilliant and deligbt- 
fcl f»oems are, indeed, scarcely nnworthy of the 
} ancy that imprisoned the "dainty Ariel" in tha 
ckiveii pine, and attended Titanla in her WMttM^i 
revt'.s. They are strangely beautiful. 

Nor is the genius of "Rosa" at all unequal to the 
higher walks of thought and imagination, as witnes?, 
among others, the magnificent poem on "The tlrst 
Eclipse, " and that noble lay, "The Frozen Ship," 
worthy to rank as the »equel and complement of the 
"Ancient Mariner. " Whenever "Jiosa" has essayed 
t'jese liifti'-r j.aths. she has trodden them with ti'iial 
«-ase and tucces.''. If her Muse has turned more 
f.'-equently and kindly to lighter themes, it has been 
owing mainly to the genial and simny temper of hsr 
spirit, not to any lack of warmth or energy in her 
gei.ius.

^*MitJor Jacob H. Holeman died, in the 65th year 
of his age, at the residence of A. 'W. Holeman, his 
son, at Mew liberty, Owen coaaf^, Kentucky, on 
the 27tbaf A^^ast, 1857. 

Major HilaauB was wdl known to a moat exten- 
sive cbde of aeqaaintances in all part* of the Union, 
and waa enioand by his generona and manly quali- 
ties of character to a long liat of attached friends. 
Though hia career waa not most consincuous, he led 
a life diaracterized by energy, utility, aad honoia-

While 
thusaaigaieadf be waa repeatedly saladad by the 
Legidatan as the pablic prfarter fer the State of 
Kentucky. He was aideat Ib the aappHt of his 
IK)Iitical opiaions and fwistant ia his feal^ and ser- 
vices to his poUtieal fxty. Aofliae portions held 
byUa as adiMref apat^ passs at the Ci^tal, 
through the aadthv fleeaas iriUeh chaiacfeMiaed the 
eSbrttokgidatotha eld Coait of Appaab oat of 
office, it maj hf farfbrred that Hr. ifirffiF«" was 
surrounded by saalons friends and Utter sniaiin 
The latter, quieted by the settlement of the poHtkal 
controversy, were soon coQTerted into fiieads by his 
generous and aualybaaiii^;. Ha was a WUg while 
the Whig pav^hadaa asistaaee, aad aAacsraids 
w as a consistent and aealoas AaMiieaD to the day of 
Ids death. In 1882 he diseeatfasaed his eonaeetion 
with the pablic press, aad retired to the eoipigr of 
Oven to engage in agricoltaral parraits.

The men who got it up were, 
as they conceived, driven to the policy l y the sec- 
tional intolerance of the New Sch.iol General As- 
sembly to which they belonged, the latter body hav- 
ing, at its last session, exhibited an insufferable 
anti-f lavery ultraism. 

The Richmond Convention, driven as the 
members represent themselves to have been, 
by the aggressive fanaticism of the New School 
General Assembly to withdraw from it and to de- 
cide iu council upon some policy of self-respect and 
self-protection, have, as the Baltimore American 
says, advanced purely national views and j laccd 
themselves firmly on a national pDtform. Two 
courses were proposed in the convention; one was a 
union w ith the Old School General Assembly; the 
other the formation of a separate ecclesiastical body 
legitimately Presbyterian in all respects, and with 
the avowal as a leading principle that the institu- 
tion of slavery does not properly belong to the church 
judicatories as a subject for discussion or inquiry, 
thus excluding entirely this disturbing question. 
The convention adjourned without deciding abso- 
lutely between the t\i o. for, while by resolution they 
have recommended uU the presbyteries in the Pres. 
byterian church which are opposed to the agitation 
of slavery in the highest judicatory of the church, 
to send dekgates to Knoxville, Tenn., on the third 
Thursday ot May next, for the purpose of organiz- 
ing as the United Synod of the P.-esbyterian 
Church in the United States of Americ i," th<-y have 
also kit the door open for a union, if { raciicable, 
with the Old Sclmd General Assembly.

Hester gave 
Myers in part [uyment (or f he l.md a bond of !isl,000, 
purporting to i>e of the issue of the Western Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky Coal Company, and also a csr- 
tificate of 85 shares of stock iu the same, and Myers 
conve^'ed the land in a deed to Hester. Mr. Botts 
testified tiuit he had never authorized Hester to buv 
knds for him as a trustee of the Coal Company— he 
liad never seen Hester. At the time of the execu- 
ticaof the Iwnd, which bore his endorsement, he 
was not the trustee of the company. The bonds 
wera worth nothing; large quautities of them, he 
had nadeistood, had been circulated. As to the 
location of the Unds of the Western Virginia and 
KeataAy Cod Company, he had not been able to 
la eompaay, after Hester s 
af tha bonds, had really appointed 
him a traatea.

peror of the French when at Plombierea, to test the 
erticieucy of M. Sudre's plan for transmitting dgaal 
8 >unda. The above named journal says: 

During the Emperor's sUy, M. Suilre, the inven- 
tor of what is called teUfhonte, or the art of trans- 
niittiiig .-ignals aii<l phrases by sound, had, with his 
wife, tlie honor oi exhibiting before His Majesty. 
Placing hiroseli in lUe middle of the saloon, he an- 
nounced that he would with his violin express any 
phrase His BIsjesty might please to dictate to hini, 
in such a manner as to enable Mme. Sudre, who 
was seated at the further end of the room, among a 
group of ladies, to say what it meant. 

The pjniMjror immediately wrote on a piece of pa- 
per the words, I^e preinlijf 'jni f u( nnfnt iiu giAil'it 
heurewr," and M. Sudre produced a tew sounds fioni 
hLs violin. Mme. Sudre immediately rose and re- 
peated the phrase, word for word. Another experi- 
ment was then made — it consisted in speaking the 
notes instead of playing them. Tne Emperor wrote, 
"^Plombiert* ate vne vtlU chartnante ce soir," and M. 
Sodre, aiter reading the phrase, pronounced, with- 
out any intonation of voice, certain notes. Mme. 
Sudre at once gave the words correctly. Experi- 
mente In td^£mU were made. M. Sudre'a system 
reduces the transmission of ugnals to the three 
founds expressed by the trumpet, the drum, or the 
Ciinnon: or, in the event of high winds preventing 
sounds from being heard, to three signs. The Em- 
peror gave the order, ''Construct batUries on the 
height," and M. Sudre produced three sounds on the 
clurion; Mme. Sudre at once repeated the phrasx. 

Another order jjiven by Gen Espinasse was re- 
peated I. v the drum, and tran.slated instantaneous- 
ly by the ladv. The order, "let the artillery para- 
l5'2e the fire ofthe enemy's battery," was trans- 
mitted by taps on the table to imitate cannon, and 
was in like manner at once repeated by Mme Sudre. 
The Emperor asked if proper names and the names 
of towns could be transmitted liy the system, and 
being answered in the affirmative, w rote the name 
of Nabuchodonofor; some sounds from the trumpet 
enabled Mme Sudre to repeat the name aloud. Ihe 
Emperor expressed his satisfaction at what he had 
witnessed. He then graciously invited Madame 
Sudre to sing one or two morceaux, after which His 
Majesty dismisiied her and her husband with marks

We bo{ted that the Arsgo would bring intalUgeaoe 

that tlie laying of the Atlantic telegraph would be 
resumed next month, but we regret to say that there 
is now liuah doubt of such an event taking place. 

The commanding ofhccrs of the squadron, the 
engineers and electricians engaged in tiw enterprise, 
have made reports to the direciors which estabushad 
the most sati>factorv results. There are as anati- 
cal or physical obstacles in the wrayof a saeeassfal 
issue to the uudertaking. 

No under currents have Iteen foimd to exist on 
the plateau upon which the cable is to rest. The 
cable has been proved, according to the engineers, 
precisely suitable in material, construction, gravity, 
and flexibility for the intended purpose. The elec- 
tricians pronounce, as the results of their experi- 
ence, that the immeiise i)ressure of water to w hich 
the cable was subjected in the deep sea did no inju- 
ry whatever to the insnlatioo, aad they aroald sog- 
gest no improvement in the form of the cable. 

In the second attempt it will fie necessary to have 
three thousand nnlei of cali'.e on lioarJ the ve.-*sel-; 
that is, five hundred miles more than i>eftre, for it 
has l>een proved that on the last occasion two hun- 
dred and fifty-five miles of cable was paid on*, while 
the (hip was traversing two hundred and fourteen 
nautical miles, shew ing a waste of forty-one miles 
iu one-tenth of the whole distance. — .V. 1'. Jlerald.

Up to the end cf il!Q liffeentli century, only the 
period, colon, ami t>iuuiia had been introduced*. Ihe 
latter came into n.^e latet^t, and was only a perpen- 
dicular figure or line proportionate to the size of the 
letter. To Aldus Manuitus, an eminent printer, 
in 1790, we are indebted for the semicolon, and also 
for the present form of the comma. He also laid 
dow n rules now ol)ser\ ed in regard to their use. The 
note of interrogation and exclamation were not ad- 
ded till some years later, and it is not known bv 
wlieai. 

Inverted commas ( ") were first used by Mons. Gil- 
lemont, a French printer, and were intended by liim 
to supersede the u»e of J/'i'ic letter?; and the French 

Erinters now call them by that name. But they 
ave lately been used by English printers to denote 
quoted matter. In a London book — The Art of Eng- 
lish Poetrv — printed in 1S07, it appears that the 
pre.>ent mode of denoting quoted matter is of lata 
origin, as much matter is therein denoted by being 
satin ItaUc. It is not Icnown by wImnb ths apostro- 
phe and dadi were invented. — ^Jv. Y. Eve. Pvt.

I the Rev. — '— would preach on the following day. j 
He is a well known minister, and is at the head of 
one of the most fashionable and intelligent congre- I 
gations iu the city of Brotherly Love. His name I 
was familiar to her, and she conceived the idea that 
he must be the very person she was in search of. i 
She made diligent inquiry; found out aU about him, i 
w here he was born, where he h^d been, where he i 
had gradaalid, siid, in fact, when and to whom Iw 
was married. 

In a few davs she called upon him and made ' 
known her bu»ine.-;>. At lir>t he was incredulous, 
and finally banished all idea alnjut his being entitled 
to any inheritance whatever from that sonros. Tha 
wife of the reverend gentleman, however, ooodaded 
that her husband was in error, and, on expressing 
her view, he was led iuto a train of deep meditation; 
and finally came to the conclusion that perhaps he 
Was destined to Ijecome a millionaire without much 
hard work. The French lady and the wile of the 
reverend gentleman now became intimate; they as- 
sociated tocether didly, enjoyed each other's haspi- 
tality, pida frequent vints to members of the con- 
gregation, and in fact lived high. This continued 
for a period of several months. During this time 
the deeds of the property in Texas, all of which 
seemed to be well authenticated, were close!}' scan- 
ned, and so well was ever\'thing conducted on the 
part of the French lady, thit the many friends of 
the Keverend and his wife congratulated them on 
their good fortune. At one time, on the arrival of a 
steamer from Europe, the French lady received a 
letter, iu which it was stated that, in consequence of 
another death having occurred in tlie family at Paris, 
some time must necessarily elapse before a remit- 
tance could be sent on; perhaps not for several 
months. At this announcement, she seemed to 
grieve considerably, because it put her to such a 
nonplus that she could not return the hospitality in 
a stvle equal to that wUch had been so kindly ex- 
tended to her. She talked fluently about the aflbirs 
of the nation, giving glowing account.'' of her trav- 
els through Eur>->pe and the United States, spoke, 
whenever occasion required, of the Hineliorating in- 
fluences of the Goqiel, gave her opinion on the all 
absorbing question of shivery, and by dint of the 
most daring et^ronterj* succeeded in all her applica- 
tions for small sums of money, ranging from $30 to 
$200. Sh", in company with several of her admi- 
rers, would pay visits to some of the first cla.is stores 
on Chestnut street. Being a rich French lady, in 
company with rich ladies of our city, whose well- 
known faoas had trflen been reflected in the mirrors 
that embellish the stores, the worthy attendants en- 
deavored to outdo each other in politeness. 

All this time the 'fair creature" was weaving as 
pretty- a piece of net work around her unsuspecting 
admirers aa coald be well thooi^tof. Arrange- 
ments were finally made tor the Trench lady and 
servant, the Reverend and his wife, to go to Texas in 
order to settle up the estates, then return to Phibidel- 
phia and purchase a large and splendid mansion on 
Broad street, above Brown. A short time previous 
to this, considerable quantity of silver plate, silks, 
and satins were obtained by the French lady, for 
which the Reverend became resjwnsible. While 
making all these arrangements the minister almost 
forgot to visit the sick and pray with the dying, and 
at last, w hen the moment arrived that he and his 
wife and the Trench lady were to proceed to Texas, 
tlie latter was no where to be fDond. 

Here was, indeed, a dilemma not expected. All 
the ho[)e that had been built up; the visions of gold 
that bad glistened before them; the castle.s tltat liad 
been erected; the vast estates ttiat the Ueverend liad 
fallen heir to; the many interchanges of huspitalitv, 
and other reminiscences and pleasing refle< tions a'-is- 
ing therefrom faded away like a "crimson cloud in 
the sunset borne." Railroad trains were s</,ij,h;; 
and the Rsv^rend gentleman succeeded in tracing 
her to a car on a Western road, and attempted to 
sei^e her and pull her out. The paasen^rs interposed, 
and finally be was thrust out of the cars and she 
went on her way rejoicing. 

The Vaux detectives were brought into requisi- 
tion, but they were of no u.<e; the telegraph sent 
forth its messages, but all to no avail. Such a sud- 
den transition from wealth to comparative poverty — 
such a plunging into tlie daptliSM despair vere al- 
most too much to bear.

.-eicral uaiouuis for which he hjd become security, 
and it is presumed that hewiU ^sgrse that he^^a 
dearly for his whistle. - '* ••" " 
good.'"

— The Evans- 
ville Journal thus speaks of the crime of a woman, 
Sarah Bedwell, now on trial in Sullivan caunty, 
Indiana, for iafanticiie: 

ft will 1 e recollected that on the arrest of the 
jirisoner. it was charged that the crime had been 
committed with the complicity of her own brother, 
who was arrested with her, but was subsequently 
released on bail.

After her committal to prison she attempted si i- 
cide by starvation; and lor the space of twenty- 
one days refrained entirely — is the sherifi' said— 
from taking any food. Finding it a .slow process 
of dying, she repented and gave it up, and is now 
on trial.
